The  Bulldog  football  team  began  what  was  to  be  one  of  its  best  seasons  in  fifty-one  years  with  enthusiasm  sparked  by  twenty-one  returning  lettermen 
Head  Coach  LeDonne,  Defensive  Coordinator  Iacono,  and  Offensive  Coordinator  DeVito.  The  result  of  their  sportsmanship  and  dedication  was 
Dayton's  first  berth  in  four  years  in  the  state  playoffs  and  the  first  ever  Bulldog  Mountain  Valley  Conference  Championship. 

The  opening  win  came  under  the  lights  in  North  Plainfield,  with  David  Lissy's  touchdown  run  and  Glen  Miske's  extra-point  kick  giving  the  Dawgs  a 
7-6  victory.  Then  the  team  recaptured  the  Unico  Bowl  trophy  from  Johnson  with  William  l.ee  and  Co-captain  Jeff  Debbie  handing  in  sparkling 
performances.  The  victory  over  G.L.  saw  the  emergence  of  the  "Pony  Express"  made  up  of  Dave  Lissy,  Jeff  Debbie,  and  Willie  Lee.  Next  the  Dawgs 
pulled  off  the  season's  biggest  upset  over  Conference  rival  Immaculata.  The  following  week,  the  Orange  and  Blue,  led  by  its  Pony  Express,  defeated  the 
swift  Roselle  offense  and  became  the  newest  stars  of  TV  3.  Hillside  became  the  Dawgs'  next  victim;  the  victory  earned  the  team  a  #6  Dailv  Journal 
rating.  Finally  the  entire  season  was  on  the  line.  November  fifth  the  Dawgs  baitled  their  final  obstacle  —  the  formidable  Central  Group  II  Champion, 
Ridge.  With  outstanding  performances  from  all  the  players,  the  team  became  the  first  M  VC  Championship  team  in  Dayton's  history!! 

Trying  to  top  that  win  was  not  easy.  However,  following  a  victory  over  Manville.  the  Bulldogs  took  their  place  in  the  State  Playoffs.  They  faced  a 
tough  loss  to  Dover,  and  then  another  defeat  on  Thanksgiving  to  the  other  Divisional  Champs,  the  Brearley  Bears.    fJw 

The  close  of  the  successful  campaign  was  marked  by  honuVs  for  many  of  the  stellar  players.  Willie  Lee  was  named  to  the  first  team  All-County.  All- 
Metro,  All-Central  Jersey,  and  All-TV  3  and  was  ranked  in  the  Suburban  News  "Top  Fifty"  for  his  1 102  yards  rushing  and  1  5  TDs.  Jeff  Debbie,  Matt 
Lynch,  and  David  Lissy  also  received  All-County  votes  for  their  outstanding  performances.
